To His Excellency George William Frederick, Earl of Clarendon, K.G., 
Lord Lieutenant-General and General-Governor of Ireland, &c., &c.

May it please your Excellency, 

With my last Report, bearing date 20th June, 1849, I had the 
honor of transmitting to your Excellency, in order to its being laid before Par* 
liament, a General Abstract of the number of Marriages registered in Ireland, 
under the provisions of the Act 7 and 8 Viet., c. 81, from the 1st of April, 1845, * 
to the 31st of December, 1847, being a period of two years and nine months. 

Upon the present occasion I have the honor to submit, for the same pur- 
pose, Abstracts of the Marriages Registered during the years 1848 and 1849. 

The following statement presents a comparative view of the number of Mar- 
riages which were registered in the four years ending December 31st, 1849 : — * 

1846, 1847. 1848. 1849. 

9,844, 6,943, 9,048, 9,493. 

Having in my last Report directed attention to the number of Marriages 
registered in each of the years 1846 and 1847, in the following terms — 

“ The decrease in the number of marriages registered in 1847, compared with those registered 
in 1846, is so great as to demand very serious attention ; but as the provisions of the Act 7 & 8 
Vic. chap. 81, do not extend to the marriages of Boman Catholics, who, from the Census taken by 
the Commissioners of Public Instruction in 1834, are stated to comprise nearly eighty-one per 
cent of the population, no data exist by which to arrive at any satisfactory calculation of the 
diminution of the number of marriages of the entire population in the year 1847 ; when, how- 
ever, the fearful ravages arising from famine and disease, and the amount of emigration from 
Ireland which has taken place since 1845, are considered, there can be no doubt that the decrease 
in the number of marriages of all sects and classes in this country, during the brief period 
referred to, must have been very great ; and it may with but too much reason be concluded that 
the diminution of the population from these causes, during the same period, has also been very 
considerable, "* — —■ 

it will, I have no doubt, be a source of much gratification to your Excellency to 
observe, that if the extraordinary diminution in the number of Marriages in

SECOND REPORT OF THE 



1847, compared with 1846, was justly to be attributed to the causes referred to, 
it would appear from the foregoing statement, showing the great increase of 
Marriages registered in 1848 and 1849 above those of 1847, that the country 
has been gradually recovering from the afflicting dispensations of famine and 
disease, so far as can be conjectured from the very limited provisions of the 
7 and 8 Viet., c. 81, which, as has been observed, do not extend to the mar- 
riages of the Roman Catholic population. 

Many communications have reached me from various quarters as to the great 
importance of establishing a general system of Registration of Births, Marriages, 
and Deaths, in Ireland. Upon this truly national subject, I beg to give an 
extract from a letter addressed to me by the Rev. John Armstrong, Minister of the 
Presbyterian Congregation, at Kingstown, and Clerk of the Dublin Presbytery : — 



« With regard to the Presbyterian body, with which I am more immediately connected, I have 
no hesitation in saying that a system of general registration is widely felt to be a desideratum, and 
that it would be an immediate and permanent benefit to our people. 

“In our Book of Discipline, published in 1841, ministers are enjoined * To keep a registry o f 
the children they baptise, stating the date of birth and baptism.’ Previous to this period the mat- 
ter was neither generally nor accurately attended to, and thousands of baptisms prior to 1841 
could not now be proved. This is painfully true in the history of my own congregation. My prede- 
cessor, during the eight years of his .ministry, baptised not less than sixty children. He also 
performed many marriage ceremonies, but there is not a single record of dither preserved. Many ot 
the parties, too, were most respectable. One gentleman having Obtained a commission for his 
son to enter the army, found great difficulty in proving the young man’s age, there being no 
register of his baptism. .Property has also been frequently alienated, owing to the want of a careful 
registration. For instance : some of our people have emigrated, and realised a huge fortune in 
the colonies or the Indies. They left off corresponding with relatives at home, and after many 
years died intestate, or without local heirs. It may he the proper heirs were advertised for, but 
there being no registry to which reference could be made, the heirs or nearest kindred could 
not be fixed upon. Often in this way has property abroad been forfeited or alienated. 

“Nor has the enactment of our ‘ Assembly,’ in 1841, secured air accurate and general registra- 
tion of baptisms among the Presbyterian people. Owing to a change of the minister, or to a long 
vacancy in the congregation, or the death of an elder or other responsible person, die record of 
baptisms is liable to be neglected, and the registry-book itself, is, hi such circumstances, not 
uufrequently mislaid or lost altogether. So little regard has been paid to this matter hitherto, 
that the people hardly ever think of consulting a register to ascertain the age of their friends, even 
when the point is disputed ! When an aged parent or relative dies, no authority is thought of 
beyond that of hear-say or recollection, and, of course, the best memory is the best authority'. When 
there is considerable disparity in the. .opinions -of friends, as to the age of the deceased, it is usual 
to put the number of years upon the coffin after the lowest estimate. Of course these remarks 
have special reference to the .usage of the humbler classes. They express the result of -my own 
observation ; and facts of the same annoying .and anomalous character have, doubtless, come 
under the notice of most of our ministers. Such being the case it would be very desirable that 
public opinion should he brought to bear rightly on the subject ; and if respectfully demanded by 
an enlightened community, I have no doubt that a paternal government would forthwith correct 
this strange and unjustifiable state of things, by introducing a system of general registration for 
this country, such as exists in England." 

The following Table exhibits the number of Churches and Chapels of the 
Established Church, Presbyterian Meeting-Houses, and Begistered Buildings, 
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in each. District in Ireland, in which Marriages might lawfully he celebrated, on 
the 31st December, 1849.

It will be seen from the foregoing Table that marriages in the Registrar’s 
office — i.e.y by civil contract, without the performance of any religious cere- 
mony — have considerably . increased in the years 1848 and 1849. 

I have given the Abstracts by counties and provinces, as well as by districts, 
in order to admit of their being compared with Statistical Tables issued by 
other departments. 

In consequence of the division of some of the Poor Law Unions with which 
the Districts of the Registrars were formerly co-extensive, I have issued the fol- 
lowing circular to the Registrars on the subject: — 

“ With reference to the recent alterations in the boundaries of , the Poor Law Union of 
, with which your District was formerly co-extensive, I have to 
acquaint you that these changes will not, for the present, affect your District, which will continue 
to be of the same extent as heretofore; but you will observe that the ‘Notices of Marriage 
served upon you, should still be transmitted to the Clerk to the Guardians of that Union in which 
the parties intending Marriage reside ; and a Copy oj every such Notice should, also be sent to the 
Clerk of each of the other Unions, any part of which may be within your District : by this means 
additional publicity— which is most desirable — will he given to them.” 

And bere I beg to acknowledge the ready and courteous assistance afforded 
me on all occasions by the Commissioners for administering the Laws for 
Relief of the Poor in Ireland, in carrying out the provisions of the Act, more 
particularly as regards the duties of the Clerks to Boards of Guardians, with 
reference to Notices of Marriage ; and also in furnishing me with Copies of all 
u Orders” issued by them relative to changes in the boundaries of Electoral 
Divisions and Unions. 

Having in my last Report had occasion to notice the delays which were ex- 
perienced in many cases in obtaining satisfactory Returns from the Clergy , it 
affords me pleasure to state, that some improvement in this respect has since 
taken place • there are still, however, several instances in which it is with diffi- 
culty that Returns are procured until a considerable time after that prescribed 
by the Act (s. 65), which necessarily causes delay in the completion of the 
General Abstract. I trust, however, that this irregularity will gradually cease, 
and that hereafter I may be enabled to submit my Report at an earlier 
period of the year.
